Cervera Is Powerless For Harm In 


Santiago Harbor, 


THREATENED WITH STARVATION 


IF HE REMAINS THERE LONG. 


Washington, May 26—Special—Cervera's fleet will 


doubtless remain in Santiago for several weeks if not until 
the close of the war. 
The Spanish admiral realizes that he 


must stay where he is or face qlmost certain destruction. 
Yet he may be forced to make a dash for the open sea by 
the spectre of famine. 
There are not provisions enough in 


Santiago and the country tributary to it to support the resi- 
derft population for a month, To these consumers must now 
be added the soldiers and sailors of the fleet, whose wants 
must be supplied even though civilians may suffer. Santiago 
has no railroad communication with other parts of Cuba, and 
the mountain passes nan only be traversed by pack animals. 
Even though the surrounding country was abundantly sup- 
plied with provisions, therefore, they could not be brought 
to the city in sufficient quantities to meet the unusual de- 
mand. 
Madrid advices say Cervera will not fight the Ameri- 


cans as long as they are [his superiors in strength. 
If this 


be true he will not right them at all, for the longer he re- 
mains in his present retreat the greater the disparity will be, 
for he will be continually growing weaker while the strength 
oi the Americans will be increased. 


.Enthusiastically Received. 


Madrid* May 26—Special—An official telegram has been 


received from Santiago telling of the arrival of Cervera'e fleet 
at.that harbor. 
When the squadron entered port the rejoic- 


ing of the inhabitants .was wildly enthusiastic. 
All the mili- 


tary and civil authorities in port rowed out into the bay to 
welcome the warships, and flags decorated every building in 
town. 
A great banquet was given in honor of Cervera 
Cervera Will Not Fight. 


Madrid, May 26—Special—In an interview last im'ght, 


Premier Sagasta said a naval engagement in Cuban waters 
was extremely improbable. There would be no fight at 
Santiago, he said, unless Cervera desired it, because in his 
opinion, the Americans would not seek a battle when the 
odds appeared against them.

attack from either land or sea. 
The 


entrance to the harbor, be says, is no* 
more than two hundred feet wide, 
the rooks on either side being exceed- 
ingly precipitant, while a fort is lo- 
cated on each of the points guarding 
the entrance. In the rear of the city 
the mountains are impassable ex- 
cept 
to 
pack 
mules 
carrying- 


light burdens. 
A railroad enters the 


city, but it is of little service, the 
tracks being out of order and the roll- 
Ing stock of the most primitive de- 
ccrlptlon. The Spanish fleet, he says, 
will be starved out In the course of a 
few weeks, and will be forced into 
the open sea. 
A bombardment of the 


fleet while in the harbor would, in hie 
opinion, be a fruitless ucdertakiog, 
while it would be tuloldal for Hampr 
son'« vetvels to undertake to eiiter, as 
the channel is mined with the most 
poweiful explosives 
The harbor 


would be an Ideal place of refuge for 
Spain's fleet, save for the difficulty of 
obtaining supplies except by sea, a 
channel now cut off by the American 
blockade.

CABINET DISCUSSING THE PLANS 


THIS AFTERNOON. 


Washinton, May 26—Special—The reported explosion 


on the Baltimore is discredited at the navy department. 


Washington, May 26—Special—The attack upon Ha- 


vai.a uill not be delayed till after the expected' fight with 
Cervera's fleet. A very small number of vessels will be re- 
quired to prevent the exit cf the Spanish ships from Santiago, 
and the American squadron beleaguering the capital will con- 
sist of more than three-fourths of the combined squadrons of 
Sampson and Schley. 
The rebels are within a few miles of 


Havana, and in a few days will be reinforced by American 
troops. 
While an attack is made upon the city from 
the 


harbor by our ships the insurgents will make an assault from 
the rear, and the result cannot be doubtful. 
Ten days is the 


utmost limit of time allowed before this attack is made. The 
Cubans are well armed with guns furnished by 'the United 
States, and better provisioned than they have been for two 
years. The fight may be a bloody one, but the chances are 
all with the combined forces of the American navy and the 
Cuban army. 


Safe at Key West. 


Key West, May 26—Special—The battleship Oregon 


arrived here this morning. 


The battleship is in splendid shape, ind rc-dy to go to 


sea as soon as she coals. 
Her tiip lasted sixty-six days. 


No signs of Spanish warships were seen. While at- Rio Ja- 
neiro the vessel coaled. 
It was then discovered that an effort 


had been made to blow her, up. Thirty dynamite bombs 
were found in the fuel. 
It was only by a miracle that the 


ship was saved.
